IVE INDIAN GOVERNMENT.

Wisniveron, Dec. 27.—Reports just re-
ceived from the Indian Territory show that
the Ockmulgee Conneil, convened under the
treaty of 1846, is rapidly perfecting a satis-
factory organization for the Indian mnations
living in the territory west of Arkansas.
Twelve nations are represented, the principal
of whom are the Cherokees, Choctaws,
Chickasaws, and Osages. The Creeks have
not sent delegates,

These delegates, fifty.three in number, re-
present a population of about 41,000, while
the total civilized population is not less than
54,000, The nomadic tribes not represented,
but living within the boundaries, number
about 0000 sonls, The Council have agreed
to form a sort of Tederal Government, in
which all the tribes shall be represented.
Commissioner Parker, in addressing the
Couneil, said that it was the wish of the Gov-
ernment that they should form a protective
confederacy, republican in character, for the
government of the tribes within the Indian
Territory.

A United States Conrt would be established
among them, and it was expected that a dele-
gate would be admitted to Congress, A re-
solution was passed inviting the Plain tribes,
the Cheyennes, Arapahoes, Kiowas, ete., to
join in the proposed federation, and urging
them strongly to remain at peace with the
whites, The council was at work, at date of
lust despatehes, preparing a constitution, and
in spite of some differences, the Cherokees
Laving in part withdrawn, the proceedings
are entirely satisfactory.

Section 1. The Select and Common Conneils
of the city of Philadelpkin do ordain, That the
eum of two hundred and ninety-four thousand
four hundred and fifty-four dollars and twenty-
three cents ($204,454 23)) be and the same is
hereby appropriated to the Commissioners of
the Binking Fund, for the purpose of paying
from time to time, as the same mny be claimed,
the funded debt of the city maturing January 1,
1871.
